half of 1956 are now available. 
They indicate that Brazil had a 
favorable trade balance of about 
Cr$3,000,009,000 or US$171,000,- 
000. This surplus is in marked 
contrast to the deficit of US$49,- 
000,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1955. 
Exports Increase 

This favorable result was ob- 
tained by an increase of seven- 
teen per cent in exports of Bra- 
zilian products and a reduction 
by almost the same percentage in

This is evident from the 
dispatches which arrive announc- 
ing the opening of new plants and 
the signing of new agreements 
for the establishment of heavy in- 
dustry installations in and near 
| the industrial parks of the nation. 
| A Roundup 

The Brazilian Bulletin presents 
a roundup of some of the infor- 
mation. At Taubaté recently the 
cornerstone was laid for the plant 
of Mecanica Pesada, S.A., a com- 
pany which will produce equip- 
ment for electric power stations, 
refineries, steel mills, and chemi- 
cal, paper and cement factories. 
It is being sponsored by a group 
of French industrialists. 

The Krupp interests, known in 
Brazil as the Organizacdes In- 
dustriais Krupp, through their 
spokesman, Herr Alfred Krupp, 
announced their plans for build- 
ing in Sao Paulo a plant to con- 
struct locomotives and heavy duty 
trucks. Initial capacity of the 
unit will be fifty locomotives and 
100 heavy trucks. Herr Krupp 
also told the press that his firm 
believes in the future of Brazil.

Brazil-U.S. 1.800.000 Ton Wheat Deal Agreed Upon = 








Delivery Is Over Three Year Period; New England World Trade Unit Hears 


Other Commodities Also Included 


Of Business Opportunities in Brazil 














Transaction Is the Largest 
Of Kind Ever Arranged 


In Latin America 

Brazil is to get 1,800,000 tons 
of wheat from the United States 
over a three-year period, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Rio de 
Janeiro to the New York Times. 
The news is based on an agree- 
ment which has been reached be- 
tween the two countries although 
the pact has not yet been signed. 

The transaction, the largest of 
its kind ever arranged in Latin 
America, envisages a forty-year 
loan. It was negotiated by Brazil- 
ian officials and representatives 
from the United States under the 
United States Agricultural Com- 
modities Surplus Act. 

Dollar Value 

The value of the wheat, accord- 
ing to the New York Times dis- 
patch, will total nearly US$110,- 
000,000 at current prices. As part 
of the agreement Brazil will re- 
ceive an additional US$20,000,000 
in such other surplus commodities 
as lard, corn and tobacco. 

In November, 1955, a similar 
deal was worked out, though on a 
smaller scale. It involved US$41,- 
220,000 of surplus North Ameri- 
can wheat and other farm prod-

Ex-Import Bank Loan 

Under the new agreement the 
United States Export-Import 
Bank will finance the deal, with 
the amount charged as a dollar 
loan to Brazil over forty years. 
Brazil has agreed to purchase in 
the future 130,000 tons of North 
American wheat annually. 

In the 1955 pact Brazil was 
permitted to repay in local cur- 
rency. The present arrangement 
has the standard dollar-value 
clause. Eighty-five per cent of the 
proceeds of the sale of surplus 
commodities in Brazil will be ap- 
plied by the Brazilian Bank for 
Economic Development to finance 
domestic projects.

Need of Cooperation 

In talking about President 
Kubitschek Mr. Friele indicated 
that Brazil’s chief executive has 
resolutely set out to solve the 
problems facing the nation. Dr. 
| Kubitschek, he said, realizes that 
the success of his program de- 
pends upon the full cooperation 
|of the United States. He stated 
|that it is apparent that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and President 
| Kubitschek see eye to eye on what 
has to be done for the good of 
Brazil, the Western Hemisphere 
and national security. 

President Kubitschek, Mr. Friele 
continued, is a strong believer in 
the free enterprise system, as are 
the great majority of Brazilians. 
There are hardly any restrictions 
to the movement of capital in and 
out of Brazil. There is a free ex- 
|change market for the cruzeiro. 


Re-Investment Rewards 

Brazil has a long record of fair 
and equitable treatment of for- 
jeign capital, and most investors 
show a handsome rate of return 
lover the years, especially those 
who have been willing to re-invest 
their earnings. He then cited a
